FINANCIAL LOSSES 
SUFFERED 


Business at Amoy Affected by 
Delayed Transmission 


From Or Owx Conatsronoext 


Ampy, Feb. 18. 

The inability of the Chinese 
Ministry of Communications to give 
efficient service since the closing of 
the local offices of the Great North- 
jern Telegraph. Company on Febra- 
ary 12 is producing an atmosphere 
Jof_ public discontent, 

Many heavy financial losses have 
been reported during the last. few 
days by both foreign and Chinese 
‘merchants due to the extreme delay 
inthe receipt of cables and tele- 
grams, a number of which have ar- 
Tived "as much as two and. three 
days late. Messages from Hong- 
kong are sometimes as much as 
24° hours delayed. A. prominent 
Foreign banker claims to have re- 
Jecived 17 telegrams on the. day fol- 
Towing that during «which they 
should have been delivered to him. 

in addition to the actual losses 
incurred by local merchants by slow 
telegrams, there is also the pos- 
sible larger losses in. business. re- 
sulting from delayed information. 

"The prosperity of business in 
‘Amoy “largely, depends upon its 
rapid. conimunications by cable to 
the ‘South Seas. All cables. from 
that part of the world intended for 
‘Amoy are now relayed to Shanghai 
‘and thenee to Amoy by either land 
telegraph or radio. It is claimed 
that the delay thus caused not only 
injures the majority of the business 
jearried on in Amoy, but actually 
paralyzes the trade with the South 
Seas, and also the trade in general 
money exchange. 

‘According. to reports, some firms 
may be forced to close unless the 
Government finds a way to effect an 
immediate improvement in the ser- 
vice it is now giving. It is gener. 
ally believed that the equipment of 
the Government will not permit. 
much inerease in'the speed ‘of its 
























It is 
therefore the sincere hope of the 
majority that a compromise or

‘the imprisonment of the doctor 
for two months, his sentence to 
pay a heavy fine and the pro- 
spect of further loss amounting 
‘to virtual professional and fina’ 
cial ruin, ‘This ean be gathered 
from the plain unvarnished ac-| 
count appearing to-day else-' 
where. It will be noted that Dr. 
‘Teng possesses excellent quali- 
fications and a long-established 
reputation for medical skill and. 
devotion to his profession. He 
is highly esteemed by the Board 
































of the hospital which he has 
administered and by the people 
of Kuling, 

‘The law applying to such a 
ease in countries is 
clear; where, after medical 


treatment, a patient dies, the 
only ground on which legal 
action can be brought against 
the doctor is that of gross 
negligence amounting to culp- 
‘able failure to exercise ordinal 
professional skill, Everyone 
Imows that such “actions are 
exceedingly rare for, owing to 
the traditions of the’ profession 
to which Dr, Teng belongs, the 
‘causes for them so seldom are 
apparent. Taking the facts of 
the case at Kuling as they stand, 
no such action would lie agai 
Dr. Teng. ‘The lady's illness 
was correctly diagnosed, the 
proper treatment promptly ap- 
plied. That she died was pi 
bably due either to the special 

















_Malignance of the disease or to| 


the fact that the doctor was call- 
ed in too late. It is established 
Deyong question that in cases of 
diphtheria, anti-toxin injection 
3s invariably successful provided 
it can be given early enough. 
Whatever difference there may 
Be between Chinese and Western 
Jaw it may be assumed that the 
former does not permit in such 
fa case the exercise of the per- 
Gonal malevolence of the. ve- 
Jatives of the deceased. Even 
‘therefore if’ Dr. Teng were 
negligent by the canons of his 
country’s laws he has yet been 
the victim of terrible tyranny. 

The Chinese Government by 
the actions of their the Minister 
of Health and his colleagues 
have shown a praiseworthy 
desire to right the wrong. ‘They 
have not been successful. The 
‘suggestion that they should take 
steps for the investigation of 
the whole matter, away from 
Jocal prejudices,” seems to be 
sound, If the China Medical

‘There are consequently 
valid reasons for further at- 
tention to this matter by Nan- 
king—apart altogether from the 
fact that the wishes of the Gov- 
ernment have been flagrantly 
flouted, First of all there is the 
genuine solicitude which any 
national Government should feel 
for the welfare of the people 
who rely on the services of com- 
petent Chinese and foreign 
doctors and secondly there is 
the need for asserting the 
adequacy of the administration 
to ensure evenhanded justice in 
the discharge by the Courts of 
their day to day duties. Moved 
by these considerations it is to 
be hoped that the Government 
will not relax the interest which 
they have taken in Dr. Teng’s

FUTURE OF HUNAN 
Feb, 20. 

As against a short time ago 
the. communist-bandit menace 
has shifted from the borders of 
Szechuan to the southern parts 
of Hunan and Kiangsi. It is 
certain that the communists 
would not be welcome in any 
district where Liu Hsiang main- 

ins his authority, and so with 
the elusiveness which has been 
so characteristic of all thei 
doings they have betaken them 
selves to regions. which may 
possibly be more friendly to 
their activities and doctrines, if 
any. In view of the 
recent discussions in Parliament 
of the China Indemnity Bill this 
menace to the peace of these 
provinces is all important, for 
it is obvious that there will be. 
no chance of pushing the railway 
through from Hankow to Canton 
until the Chinese Government 
forces have removed this parti- 
eular scourge. The reports of 
military activity against. the 
communists do not suggest that 
as yet any great advance has 
been made in suppressing them 
in the country where they now 
operate, and in view of the fact|

In connection with this matter 
conditions in the province of 
Hunan are all important.

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Hunan has allowed little to be 
done in the way of utilizing its 
natural wealth.” It is believed to 
have the biggest zine deposits in 
the world, while in antimony, 
tungsten and coal nature has 
been very generous to it. During 
the war fortunes were made out. 
of the antimony produced there, 
and prices rose to extraordinary 
heights. Unfortunately when 
conditions subsequently altered 
there was a general refusal to 
accept as genuine the lower 
prices ruling, the result being 
that much trade has been lost 
to the provinee. Another 
instance in which Hunan failed 
to take advantage of her wonder- 
ful resources was in the case of 
the plant, erected by French 
enterprise, for extracting zinc 
from the crude ore. A contract: 
‘ag made whereby the refinery 
had the first lien on all ore, but 
this was immediately broken, 
ore being freely sold to other 
firms, and the plant ceased 
working. It is believed that 
other instances of a similar 
character could be placed on 
record. ‘There is every reason 
to believe, however, that with & 
trunk railway running through 
the province, the prospects of 
the enormous wealth accruing 
would “be sufficient to. bring 
about a change in attitude. "Nor 
is it only in minerals that this 
wealth will be found, but the 
possibility of increasing the ex 
port of rice, finding new markets, 
it Ja exceedingly great and 
tive, 


As matters ave at present the 
trade in such articles as anti~ 
mony goes through Hankow, but 
it will readily be appreciated 
that with a railway line in opera- 
tion the tendency would be to 
divert it to Canton and there~ 
after Hongkogg. In fact it will 
be seen that the future of these 
two ports is likely to be 
immensely enhanced by the rail~ 
way, especially if the resources 
of Hunan are developed in the 
way in which it is anticipated. 
As a result there is the possi- 
bility that Hankow and Shanghai, 
would be affected by certain 
elements in its trade also being 
diverted, but this would be in- 
finitesimal in comparison with 
how the southern ports would 
gain, always postulating that 
Hunan responds to the influence 
of the line through her midst. 
Hankow would still have the 
































main source of her present 
business, the produce of Sze- 
chuan, which given improved 


conditions there is likely to be a 
steadily increasing quantity, and 
in turn Shanghai would there- 
fore benefit. It is, however, 
essential that there should be a 
continuous effort to rid the 
district in question of the 
bandit-communist curse, and 
this cannot be commenced . too 
early. There is no question 
about the difficulty facing the 
Government in dealing with it, 
and while operations have taken 
place to some extent they have 
hardly been on- a sufficiently 
large scale to reduce the evil in 
any marked degree. And if the 
evil still continues Hunan will 
not be in a position to develop 
her natural wealth even when 
there are facilities for having it 
exported.

‘The announcement of the ap- 
pointments which have. been 
made at Reuters head office on 
the Embankment in London is 
of ‘more than ordinary interest. 
Last summer the death of the 
Chief Editor Mr, Herbert Jeans 
was learnt with deep regret. 
It was realized that the author= 
ities who control the great 
organization would not lightly 
face the task of. filling the 
vacancy. To begin with ‘the 
demands on the premier, British 
news service had so greatly in- 
creased since the time that Mr. 
Jeans took over charge that the 
problem held certain. perplexi- 
Hes of special moment. Eighty 
years ago there landed on the 
shores of England 2 young Ger- 
man who speedily became ‘na- 























turnalized 28 an Englishman 
and who by means of a pigeon, 
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post and the help of his 
wife had managed to organize 
& mews agency to supple- 
ment the incomplete telegra- 
phic communication between 
France and Germany. On the 
completion of that line young 
Reuter endeavoured to establish 
his news agency in Paris. The 
authorities were lukewarm to 
hig project; hence his decision 
to cross the Channel. He offer- 
ed the British business man a 
sexviee: of commercial telegrams’ 
between London and the Con- 
tinent, the first submarine. cable 
having been opened between 
Dover and Calais. From that| 
modest beginning’ sprang the 
organization which today is 
world-wide and has its hosts of 
rivals and imitators in every 
country. It was built up by 
stern persistence for it was not 
until seven years after he had 
landed in England that Router 
managed to induce the British 
newspapers to take his news 
service. His success, however, 
in securing a report ‘of an im- 
portant speech by Napoleon III 
in 1808 induced the “Times” to 
publish the report. From that| 
time the agency's position was 
secure, 

As invention succeeded inven- 
tion in the dissemination of 
news all over the world, Reuter’s 
Agency developed its activities. 
‘The value of its work received 
ample recognition in the Great 
War. The reliance placed on its 
service by the British Govern- 
ment was promptly shown in 
placing its Chairman, Mr. (atter- 
wards Sir) Roderick Jones in 
charge of Cable and’ Wireless 
Propaganda until 1918 when the 
Ministry of Information was 
temporarily created for the last 
eight months of the campaign. 
After the War Reuter’s achieved 
‘what perhaps,was the most re- 
markable feat in its whole 
existence in rapidly adapting it- 
If to the new conditions and 
in regaiaing those world co: 
tacts which the circumstances of 
war had necessarily’ broke 
More than that the Agency 
‘threw itself whole-heartedly into 
‘the cauge of healing the stricken 
mind of the nations and its de+ 
cision to enter the World League 
of News Agencies not merely 
strengthened its own position 
‘but constituted a statesman-like 
recognition of the need for re- 
eréating on a new and more as- 
sured basis the machinery of 
international communications, 
This policy has been adopted 
without weakening the essenti- 
ally British outlook of the 
‘Agency and, although, necessar- 
ily, at: times the human factor 
has intruded to arouse criticism 
either from one standpoint. or| 
another, ith directed 
with satisfaction to the vast and 
faried clientele which Reuter’s 
eves. 

Such a service has been creat 
ed and maintained by the oper- 
ation of no mere mechanical 
genius. There has been the 
driving force of _ personality 
exercised by each individual of 
the organization. Reuter has 
been “beaten,” as the journal 

tie phrase goes, but it has to 
its credit enough successes in 
the other direction to enable. it 
to take almost an academic in- 
terest in the triumphs of its 
rivals. Here in Shanghai it is 
discreet to mention the success 
achieved by the Agency in get~ 
ting to London the peace terms, 
settled at the Conference of 
Versailles, Moreover some of 
the great events in modern Eng- 
lish history can be illustrated 
by tho records established in 
the name of the Agency. The 
responsibility for guiding the 
editorial policy of such an 
organization is obviously great. 
‘Tho selection announced to-day 
shows that the services of tried 
‘and trusted Editors are to be! 
reinforced by the infusion of the 
vigour of the younger genera- 
tion, Mr. A. H. Coules and Mr. 
D. G, Pendrigh—to men in Fleet 
Strect—have been familiar 
mames for many years. The! 
furmer becomes Joint Editor-in- 
Chief and the latter Associate 
Chief Editor—in their hands the 
traditions on which newspaper- 
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post of Joint Editor-in-Chief has 
‘been filled in a way which sug- 
gests vision and acute realiza- 
tion of the needs of the day. 
Mr. J. B, Rickatson-Hatt, has 
less than ten-years service with 
the Agency, His career at Ox- 
ford, his service in the Army, 
in War-time, his subsequent 
tours in the Near East and Egypt 
and above all his recent close 
association with the live journ- 
alist currents of the United 
States of America, to say nothing 
of his trip round the world’ five 
years ago sufficiently mark the 
gifts which he will bring to the 
Embankment Office. He may be 
trusted to maintain that cultur- 
ed taste which was so eminently 
the feature of the late Mr. 
Jeans’ work; he will be able to 
draw on his colleagues for the 
necessary inspiration which 
long service alone can give; he 
should be successful in infusing 
into the great service the vigour 
of his own youth and of his re~ 
ent close contact with the 
world’s panorama of events. To

The Paris Letter 





Paris, Jan, 9. 

‘The late Marshal Joffre’s name is 
s0 closely associated with the battle 
Jof the Marne and the war in France 
that his earlier services in the East 
land Africa are remembered by few. 
in 1884, Admiral Courbet asked for 
fan engineer officer to carry. out 
fortifications in Formosa, and Joftre 
was sent out. He constructed a 
series of redoubts round Formosa 
Bay, which he made into.a sufficient. 
ly safe dase for. the French flee 
He planned and built repair shops, 
transformed the artillery of the 
armoured cruiser Triomphante in a 
{few weeks. with the most primitive 
plant, and” showed "extraordinary 
ingenuity in ‘utilizing the limited 
local resources, 

"After peace was signed with 
China in’ 1885 “ho was seng_ to 
Tungking and” took an active 
part. in the operations against. the 
‘Annamites and Chinese. His prin- 
cipal exploit was at the sioge of 
Bah-Dinh, where he ‘received his 
first wound and his. first. mention 
in general orders, About 2,000 of 
thos enemy had established  them- 
selves in a fort amid flooded paddy- 
fields, and held. several. small out- 
ising’ villages. protected by thick 
bamboo groves against which the 
French guns could do little. These 
panitions were further strengthened 
y, rows of sharp-pointed bam 
oles and deep holes ‘under the 
water. The French troops and 
eonvoys could move only along the 
fiykes, where "a handful of. the 
fenemy could stop a-whole detach- 
ment. “Joffre. built. bridges under 
fire, drained the paddy-felds and 
exploded ‘the mines on which the 
Jenemy counted to stop the advance. 
At the head of u detachment of 86 
[sappers, ‘he dug” parallels and. ex- 
fended ‘them towards: the fortress, 
which was eventually stormed with
